«*To Cut stick." 


This expression had its birth in the 
days when people reliod more on their 
legs as a means of locomotiou than thoy 
do nowadays.

This hahit was particularly common 
in Ireland, and it is more than probable 
that the expression found birth in that 
country. About the year 1820 a song re- 
lating the adventures of an IriBhinau 
was very popular in Glasgow. It began: 


"Oh, I creisbed my brogues and I cut 
my stick." 


The phrase took bold of the Americao 
luiud in the days of slavery.

The m ain body

Four men wer© taken out 
alive after they bad been buried for 
nineteen hours. In many Instances the 
b(»dles of the dead are not bruised In 
the slightest, and appear as natural as 
in life, indicating that they were suffo­ 
cated in the snow. As soon aa received 
the bodies are carried to Sheep Camp, 
where an Improvised morgue has been 
constructed. 
Some have been removed 
for Interm ent or for shipm ent home. 
A public m eeting was held and com- 
m lttes were appointed to take charge 
of the dead and look for the wounded- 
All that can possibly be done to reUeve 
the horror of the situation has been 
done.

Washington, April 11. — The note of 
the Spanish government conveying to 
the United States the Information that 
an armistice hud been decided upon In 
Cuba, was surrounded w-ith the usual 
guards to prevent Uh publication prior 
to being Hent Into congress, but tho fol­ 
lowing summary of its contents has 
been secured: 


‘The Spanish minister In Washing­ 
ton, deeply Impressed by the numerous 
errors which seem 
to 
have obtaine-J 
ereait in public opinion in America in 
regard to the Cul)an question, consid­ 
ers it his duty to call again the atten­ 
tion of the secretary of state of the 
United States to the following points: 
"First—-Her 
majesty, 
the queen of 
Spain, desirous of ending the troubles 
which are desolating Cuba, has con»- 
manded a 
suspensión 
of hostilities. 
General lilanco 
has 
been ordered to 
proclaim today an armistice without 
conditions. He will determine later tho 
duration and details of this armistice, 
so as to carry out the generous Inten­ 
tions of her majesty and the wishes of 
th« friends of peace. 


‘•Second—Her majesty's government 
has granted to the island of Cuba in­ 
stitutions as liberal as those enjoyed by 
Canada under the British flag. The Cu­ 
ban chambers will meet on the fourth 
of next May. It will be their duty and 
privilege to put Into practice and de­ 
velop tiiese instltutlons. In addition to 
this Cuba Is represented In the parlia­ 
ment at Madrid. 


“Third—Public opinion In this coun­ 
try appears to ignore the fact that the 
loss of the Maine was immediately fol­ 
lowed by ofTiclal and reiterated expres­ 
sions of condolenc« from her majesty, 
the queen; from h«r government, from 
her charge d’affaires In Washington, 
and from tlie authorities in Havana; 
all of which tended affirm the horror 
which this disaster has caused to arise 
In Spanish heart.s, as also the sympa­ 
thy felt for the United States g«)vern- 
ment and navy and for the American 
nation. 
The 
Spanish 
minister feels 
conildent he can count upon the cour­ 
tesy and sense of Justice of the United 
States government to enlighten public 
opinion upon this subject. 


•*Kourth~As to the cause of this la­ 
mentable disaster,

resolves Itself 
Into a questli»n mt facts which can only 
be settled 
by 
material proofs. 
The 
Si'anish minister reiterates the assur­ 
ance that his government Is ready to 
submit the question to experts de.sig- 
nated by maritime iiowers. whi»se con- 
clu.sÍ4»ns are in advance accepted.”

In concluding Castelar

Interference of America In Cuba. It Is 
opposed to the most primitive concep­ 
tions of international law. The Ameri­ 
can artny wdll find us n?ady to defend 
the grav'e.s of our fathers at the altar 
of Independence.” 


Madrid, April 11.—There were many 
demonstrations against the armistice 
and many were arrested. There was no 
violence, however; only noise.

" opening Ms mouth wide, he brusquely 
thnist the pistol-barrel into the very bottom 
of his throat and pressed upon the trigger.” 
Of course the shot killed him. He had 
been challenced to a duel, and the fear of 
death drove nim to suicide. Guy de Mau­ 
passant, the great French writer, tells the 
story. This is no mere fancy of a novelist. 
It is a dreadful, eternal truth. Men and wo­ 
men, living under the shadow of Death’s 
black wing, fling themselves into the arms of 
tho very enemy they dread. See the proofs 
of this in the matter-of-fact newspaper re­ 
ports. Note that in a great city half-a-dozen 
persona will, in a single day, take their own 
lives. Why? Various motives are assigned, 
such as disappointed love, financial ruin, 
actual or impending di.sgrace and thwartea 
ambition. The most prevalent reason is not 
dwelt upon, except in rare cases, because to 
the unthinking reader it is less impressive 
than the others. Yet the fcct that sufferers 
from real or imaginary disease, despairing 
of a cure, take their own lives, is the most 
appalling of all tho doleful facts connected 
with suicide. Within a few weeks three wo­ 
men, moving in tho highestilsociety in Wash­ 
ington, killed themselves i>ccause they saw 
no hope of overcoming disease. They had 
struggled and hoped until struggle seemed 
vain and hope a mocking delusion. One 
day the shadow of the black wing was so

urday by Judges Hanecy, Brentano and 
Chetlaln. 
Judges Hanecy and Bren­ 
tano expressed the opinion that the law 
prohibiting the sale and manufacture uf 
butterine In this state is Invalid. They 
entered 
orders 
releasing 
forty-eight 
persons who had been arrested f^r vlc- 
latlons of the law. Judge Chetlain main­ 
tained that the law- was In accordance 
with the constitution, but also decreed 
that the prisoners who had sought re­ 
lease from him through habeas corpus 
proceedings should be discharged. 


The butterine law has been bitterly 
asalled from the time of Its passage. 
Department stores^, small grocers, and 
butterine manufacturers declared their 
intention to test its validity. 
Accord­ 
ingly they openly violated the law and 
willingly allowed themselves to be ar­ 
rested. In addition to the arrest ol’ al­ 
most thirty pien, those Interested In the 
butter end of the controversy secured 
Indictments against 
several 
others. 


Th.'se Indictments are still pending in 
the crindnal courts and probably will 
be pushed to a conclusion soon fi»r the 
purpose of making a further test of the 
law's validity. 


Judges Brentano and 
Hanecy 
hold 
that the state has no right to interfere 
with the traffic in harmless articles of 
food. 
They looked upon the matter as 
a eonllict of private interests in which 
the state could not interr>ose. The fact that 
Juiige Chetlain 
dissented 
from 
this 
opinic n makes it Impossible to carry 
the case to a higher court, and the anti- 
butttnlne men say they will have more 
nieii arrested so as to get a case before 
the huprenie court.
